1 . AUSTRALIAN CALLED TO ASK OUR VIEWS ON GOOD CHAIRMAN FOR 
UPCOMING MEETING OF INTERGOVERNMENTAL GROUP ON MEAT. HE IN- 
DICATED TALKS IN CAPITALS HAD ELIMINATED AUSTRALIA, NEW ZEALAND, 
CANADA AND U.S. FROM INTEREST IN CHAIRMANSHIP THIS TIME EVEN 
THOUGH IT SHOULD BE TURN OF A DEVELOPED COUNTRY. 

2. REMAINING DC CHOICES FORCE US TO AN EEC COUNTRY OR EASTERN

THOUGH LINGUISTIC DIFFICULTIES AND NEWNESS OF IAPANESE PER- 
MANENT REPRESENTATIVES TO FAO MAKE THIS A POOT ALTERNATIVE.
